4 { ſtand, by the Lords and others of Our Priuic Counſlcll, that thereare a great number of the Inhabicants of the Iſle of Ree, 
P rogether with their Wiues and Children, profefling the true Reformed Religion with vs , who our ota 1uſt apprehenſion, 
| and feare of the malice and cruelty of their enemies, praiſed againſt them in former times _ all occalions , have aban- 

/|\| doned their owne Countrey, their Houſes and Eſtates, and other earthly Commodities, and hauc withdrawen themleJucs 
332, into this OurRealme, and vnder Our prote&ion, for the ſecurity of their perſons , and more free exerciſe of their Religion. 
JE Andthat very many of them arc in great diſtreſſe , eſpecially occaſioned through the ſuddenneſe of their leauing their 
=p ownchomesand liuelyhoods ; Wee being mooued with a Princely and Pious compaſhon towards rhemzas fellow Mem- 
bh bersof the true Church, and with comfort remembring the charitable and hoſpitable refuge and reliefe , which Our Do- 
NL minions haue in former times affoorded to all ſuch Strangers , who haue ſuffered for the profeſhon of the Goſpel, And 
that the religious praRtice of this Chriſtian duety to others, will , by the bletling of God, bee a meanes to preſerue Vs, and Our people fromthe like diſtreſ- 
es, And taking notice that the Lords, and others of Our Priuie Counſell for the inciting of the Charity of others, haue rated rhemſelues to ſuch a propor- 
ton of bounty and rehiefe to theſe diſtreſſed Strangers, as may giue incouragementto [o charitable a worke , which example Vee carneſtly delire, thatall 
other of Our louing Subics, according to their degrees, would chearetully follow, K NO W yee therefore, That \\ cc, of Our Princely grace, doc Or- 
&r and grant, that a Collection be made of the charitable deuotions,and liberality of all Our louing Subie&s throughout Our Reaime ot England, and Do- 
minion of wales, in all places wharſoeucr , aſwell within liberties as without, towards the reliefe and ſuccour of the ſayd poore Inhabitants of tac Ile of Ree, 
living diſperſed and diftreſſed in ſundry parts of this Our Realme, as in Plmouth, Southhampron oriſmouth,and in the Cite of London,ancellwhere to bee exc- 
cured and ordered in manner and forme following : That is to ſay, Wee will, grant, appoint,and require , that Sir #:{1am Becher Knight,one of che Clerkes 
ofOur Privie Counle!l, ſhall and may procure to bee printed ſo many Briefes 6! theſe Our Letters Parents . as may ſuffice for the accomplithing and pertore 
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mance ofthis good worke, and {hall cary and ſhew theſe Our Letters Patents , vnder Our great Sealc , tothe Lord Bilhop of Lonaen, and {hall alſo leaue 
with him ſo many of theſe printed Brictes, as there bee Churches or Chappels, wherein publique or Diuine ſeruice is viually ſayd within thectreuite or pre- 
ciat of the fcucrall Prouinces of Canterbury and Yorke. And Wee require the ſaid Lord Biſhop of London to recciue the ſaid Brietes, and ro ſend and diſtribute 
tem with ſpeede vntocuery Archbiſhop and Bilhop within theſe Our Dominions , ſo many of the ſayd Brietes, as arc requilite within their ſeucrall D19- 
ces, the [aid Bricfes to bee ſent by the ſayd Archbiſhops and Biſhops to the Miniſter and Curate of euery Pariſh Church and Chappell within their [C- 
ueralt Diocetles. And Weealſo will and require cuery Miniſter or Curate of cucry Church or Chappell ro whom {uch printed Brietes ſhall bee denuc;id 
that without any long delay, vpon ſome Sunday or Holy day, when the Pariſhioners be there fully aſſembled to heare Divine Seruice they publikely acclare 
their ſcuerali Church or Chappcll vnto the Congregation there aſſembled,the tenor of theſe Briefes , with an eſpecial! exhortation vnro them to yeelde 
theirliberall and extraordinary Contribution to ſo charitable a worke, And Wealſo will and require you the Churchwardens and ouerſeers of the poore, 
{make diligent Colletion of the charitable deuorion of the people within the ſaid Church or Chappell ſo aſſembled , ard that after Colle&« on lo made, 
you doe publiquely declare in that Church that whole ſumme ot money ſo by you colleted;, and then procure the ſame ſumme to bee ſet downe on the 
backelide of the ſaid Bricfe vnder your hands, and the hand of the Miniſter ot the ſayd Church or Chappell, And then that you the ſaid Churchwardens, 
or Querſeers, or one of you, after the receipt of the money ſo colleed, deliver the ſame together with the Brieke vnto ſuch Miniſter of the Deanry, where 
the ſaid ColleQtion ſhall be made, as the Lord Biſhop of the ſaid Dioceſſe ſhall alhigne or appoint ro receiue the (ame. And Vee doc hereby require and au- 
thorize the Biſhop of euery Dioceſle to name and appoint one fitte and able Minitter in cuery Deanty to receiue the ſaid ColleFions accordingly. And We 
allo require you the ſaid Miniſter which {hall bee ſo appointed to recciuc the ſayd money from the foreſayd Overleers , that you receiue the ſame with the 
aforeſaid Briefe, and that within tenne dayes after the receipt thercof, you pay anddeliuer the ſame with the Bricfe, whereby the ſame hath been colleQed, 
vnto the Lord Biſhop of the Dioceſſe, where ſuch colletionis made. And Wee alſo require you the Archbiſhops and Bilhops of cuery Diocefſe reſpettiue- 
ly that you receiuc of the ſaid Miniſter the ſaid money with the Briefes , whereby the ſame hath beene colle&ed, and deliuer ouer all the ſayd Collections, 
which hauc been ſo made within the ſeucrall Dioceſſes, ro the Lord Bilhop of London. And we likewiſe require you the Bilhop of Londen, totranſmit with- 
eur delay to the ſaid Sir 37am Becher ,or ſuch as hee ſhall appoint vnder his hand and ſeale, all the ſummes of money ſo colleed within the ſeucrall Dio» 
ceſſes, raking a receipt for the ſame vnderhis hand. And Wee hereby require and command the ſayd Sir #:{ram Beecher , to diſtribute the ſame to the ſaid 
poore diſtreſſed Strangers, according to ſuch dire&ions as from time totime the Lords and others of Our Priuic Counſel ſhall giue therein. All which for 
the furthering of the ſaid charitable worke without any diminution, Vee require to bee performed by all the perſons employed therein , without any de- 
dution of charges, and to bciultly and duely cxccuted , any Statute, Law,Ordinance , or prouiſion heretofore made to the contrary in any wile notwiths 
fanding. In witnefle whereof Wee haue cauſed theſe Our Letters to be made Patents for the ſpace of two yeeres trom the date hereot to continue.
